FOR HIS PART, 
MAX IMY S CHE V GAVE FURTHER EVIDENCE OF SOVIET NERVOUSNESS 
ABOUT THE DYNAMICS OF INNER-GERMAN RELATIONS AND ROLE OF 
BERLIN IN THIS EQUATION. OTHER ISSUES DISCUSSED 
INCLUDED THE GENERAL SITUATION IN BERLIN, AND HONECKER'S 
SEPTEMBER VISIT TO THE FRG. REPORTS OF MAXIMYSCHEV ' S 
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2- THE BERLIN INITIATIVE: MAXIMYSCHEV SAID THAT THE 
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DECORUM. THE SAME COULD NOT BE SAID OF THE OTHER VI ^ITS 
BY THE ALLIED HEADS OF STATE. REFERRING TO REMARKS MADE 
BY AMBASSADOR KOCHEMASOV TO AMBASSADOR BURT, MAXIMYSCHEV 
CLAIMED THAT PRESIDENT REAGAN'S SPEECH (IN BERLIN JUNE 
12) HAD BEEN PROVOCATIVE . IT APPEARED THAT THE WESTERN 
ALLIES WERE DISSATISFIED WITH THE SITUATION IN AND 
AROUND BERLIN. HE COULD NOT QUITE UNDERSTAND WHY, SINCE 
AS FAR AS THE SOVIET UNION WAS CONCERNED THE BERLIN 
QUESTION HAD BEEN SETTLED BY THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT 
AND THIS WAS FUNCTIONING WITHOUT MAJOR PROBLEMS. HE 
ASKED HOW -- IF IT WERE THE CASE THAT THE OTHER ALLIES 
SUPPORTED THE US PROPOSALS — THE FRENCH AND THE BRITISH 
UNDERSTOOD THEIR CONTENT, PARTICULARLY THE PROPOSAL 
RELATING TO CIVIL AVIATION.

DETAILS HAD NOT YET BEEN WORKED OUT AS REGARDS THE CIVIL 
AVIATION PROPOSAL BUT IT COULD NOT BE DENIED THAT THE 
POSITION OF BERLIN IN THIS AREA WAS FAR FROM IDEAL. 
THERE WERE NO FLIGHTS FROM WEST BERLIN TO THE EAST, 
NORTH OR SOUTH. IT SHOULD BE POSSIBLE TO CONSIDER ' 
IMPROVEMENTS WHICH ENABLED THE CITY TO HAVE AIR SERVICES 
APPROPRIATE TO ITS GEOGRAPHICAL POSITION IN THE CENTER

MSO REFERRED TO THE PRESIDENT'S OTHER 

PROPOSALS IN RELATION TO CONFERENCES IN BERLIN AND YOUTH 
EXCHANGES. MAXIMYSCHEV WAS NEGATIVE ON THE PROSPECf OF 
HOLDING DISCUSSIONS ON THE PROPOSALS, ALTHOUGH HE DID 
REFER TO KOCHEMASOV S "PERSONAL" SUGGESTION THAT 15" THE 
ALLIES WERE DISSATISFIED ABOUT BERLIN THE FOUR 
AMBASSADORS MIGHT MEET TO TALK. 



SUGGESTED TO MAXIMYSCHEV THAT IF HE WERE ABLE TO FOCUS 
ON THE PRESIDENT'S CONCRETE PROPOSALS HE WOULD FIND THAT 
THEY CONTAINED A NUMBER OF INTERESTING IDEAS WHICH 
DESERVED TO BE FOLLOWED UP. THIS SEEMED TO STRIKE HIM 
AS AN INTERESTING NOTION.

THE OPPORTUNITY TO SAY THAT THE CORRIDOR REGIME ALTHOUGH 
IT GENERALLY WORKED REASONABLY WELL NEVERTHELESS HAD ITS 
DEFICIENCIES. HE GAVE AS ONE EXAMPLE THE INADEQUATE 
NOTICE GIVEN FOR THE SOVIET AIRSPACE RESERVATION ON 8 
JULY, AND AS ANOTHER THE 10,000 FEET CEILING IN THE 
CORRIDORS WHICH WAS QUITE INAPPROPRIATE TO MODERN 
AIRCRAFT AND IN BAD WEATHER CAUSED ACTUAL DISCOMFORT TO 
THE PASSENGERS.

FIRST GENUINE CONCERN WAS TO SEE THE WALL, REMOVED WHICH 
DID NOT NECESSARILY ENTAIL ALSO THE REUNIFICATION OF THE 
CITY SINCE IT WAS POSSIBLE TO CONCEIVE OF AN OPEN CITY 
WITHOUT BARRIERS IN WHICH DIFFERENT POLITICAL AND 
GOVERNMENTAL SYSTEMS CO-EXISTED. MAXIMYSCHEV COUNTERED 
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THAT THE DENIAL BY THE WEST OF EAST BERLIN AS A SEPARATE 
CAPITAL CITY WAS THE WEAKEST POINT IN ITS ARGUMENT. HE 
ADDED THAT WHAT HE CALLED "DIEPGEN'S SOLUTION" -- WHICH 
HE DESCRIBED AS BALANCING EAST BERLIN AS CAPITAL OF THE 
GDR BY WEST BERLIN BECOMING PART OF THE FRG — WOULD OF 
COURSE REQUIRE A RENEGOTIATION OF THE QUADRIPARTITE 
AGREEMENT.

TERRITORY, TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS, ETC. MAXIMYSCHEV SAID 
THAT HE NEVERTHELESS DOUBTED WHETHER BERLIN WOULD COME 
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UP IN THIS WAY SINCE HONE CKER ' S ONLY CONDITION IN F LCU 
AGREEING TO THE VISIT WAS THAT THERE SHOULD BE NO 
CONDITIONS. HE ALSO DOUBTED THERE WOULD BE ANY MOVEMENT 
ON THE LATEST CURRENCY RESTRICTIONS WHICH HE SAID WERE 
NOT DESIGNED, AS HE UNDERSTOOD IT, TO ECONOMIZE ON HARD 
CURRENCY BUT TO REMOVE CERTAIN "INTERNAL ANOMALITIES" .

QUESTION OF GERMAN REUNIFICATION CAME THROUGH VERY 
CLEARLY IN THIS CONVERSATION WHERE MAXIMYSCHEV SEEMED TO 
BE ALMOST WILFULLY MISUNDERSTANDING RECENT DECLARATIONS 
BY WESTERN LEADERS IN BERLIN. IT SEEMS THAT THE' 
RUSSIANS MAY SEE THE REMOVAL OF THE WALL AS MERELY A 
FIRST STEP WHICH WOULD LEAD TO THE REUNIFICATION OF 
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BERLIN WHICH IN TURN WOULD LEAD INESCAPABLY TO THE 
REUNIFICATION OF GERMANY, AND THAT THEY ARE ADAMANTLY 
OPPOSED TO FINDING THEMS ELVES ON THIS SLIPPERY SLOPE.
